The new programme proposes. the 
freezing of bank. creditis—in Atigust 
credits to the public alone totalled 
000.000, including [£74,000,000 
from the Developmen: Fund, and 
[£9,000,000 advanced at the request of 


Government on account of repara- 


tions and the American = grant-in-aid: 


. that the annual budget be based on cash 


available and be balanced each month. 
and that no money be spent which ts not 
actually in hand; that public works and 
work’ on new buildings be drastically 
curtailed; and that existing controls be 
rigidly enforced, though it is not intended 
to reintroduce controls which have 
already been lifted.. Although this policy 
appears to be a liberal one, there 1s 
some doubt whether the General Zionists 
will agree to the plan. 

They are already showing signs of 
restiveness.. Their leader, Dr. Bernstein, 
the Minister of Trade and Industry. ts 
reported to have said at Rehovot . last 
week-end that his. Party “ may be obliged 
to leave the Cabinet before. the end’ of 
the present term of the Knesset.”

CZECHS RELEASE ORENSTEIN

JERUSALEM... 

The Czech authorities have released 
Mr. Shimon Orenstein, the Israeli 
business man who was last year sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, it is 
announced here. The Israeli Legation 
in Prague has been asked to arrange 
for his return to this country. 

It: is hoped here that the Czech 
Government will also release Mr. 
Mordecai Oren, the Mapam leader, now 
serving a 15-year prison sentence. Mr. 
Oren-visited Prague after Mr. Orenstein’s 
arrest. in December, 1951, and was 
detained for staying in Czechoslovakia 
after his visa had expired. 


Nothing was known of the fate of the 
two men until last November, when the 
Czechs announced that they had been 
tried and found guilty of various charges, 
including espionage. Mr. Orenstein was 
then described by the Czechs as “an 
American agent” and “a Zionist 
wrecker.” The only time they left prison 


was when they were produced as prosecu- 


tion witnesses in the notorious Slansky 
trial, 

The Israeli Legation in Prague has 
repeatedly demanded their release. Its 
officials were not allowed to visit the 


prisoners, but were permited to send 


them money.

COMMUNITIES 


$4,000,000 Raised at 
U.J.A. Conference

Over $4,000,000 in cash was handed 
in by delegates who attended an emer- 
gency of the United Jewish 
Appeal in Cincinnati last week-end. 

- Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Joint Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
told the conference that the annual arms 
expenditure. of the Arabs amounted to 


$500,000,000, a sum exceeding Isracl’s 


total budget. 


Mr. Samuel H. Daroff: the Chairman 


of the U.J.A. Cabinet.” said’ that 
460,000 Jews in Israel, Western Europe, 
North African, and other Moslem lands 
required immediate financial. assistance. 
The principal need was in Tunisia and 
Morocco where 30,000 Jews were = seri- 
ously affected by the disturbed political 
situation. These people must be given 
priority: and be moved to Israe! as soon 
as possible. 


Drop in Income 
Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz. the Executive 


Vice-Chairman of the Appeal, said that 
since August about 6,000 North African 


Jews had been transferred to Israel An 


additional $5,000 would probably be 
moved by the end of the year, . The 
transfer. of these. people was. being 
arranged by the Jewish Agency, largely 
with funds received through the UJ.A.

£110,000 Subscribed

About £110,000 had been subscribed 
to the Jews’ College Appeal, it was 
stated by Mr. Alan A. Mocatta, the 
Chairman, at a council meeting held 
on Thursday of last week at Woburn 
House, London.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


TEMPERANCE 


HERE is not a righteous 
man upon earth, that doeth 
good, and sinneth not,” 
wrote Ecclesiastes (vii, 19); and his 
generalisation is fully borne out by 
the Scriptural narratives. None of 


the outstanding personalities is 


depicted as faultless, not even the 


greatest of them, Moses. They ail 
displayed human failings; and, 


viewed as history, the Hebrew Bible 
is unique in describing its heroes 
exactly as they were without gloss- 
ing over their weaknesses and 
misdeeds. 
Although it is said of Noah that 
“righteous and wholehearted ” 
and * walked with God,” and he with 
his family was saved from the Flood 
to begin a new generation after the 
destruction of.a generation which had 
corrupted the earth with wickedness, 
it is also related that, on leaving the 


Ark, he planted a vineyard. “And 
he. drank of. the wine, and was 
drunken: and he. was uncovered 


within his tent.” (Gen. ix, 21.) . In 


his state of intoxication he lost all 
sense of propriety and. self-respect— . 


hardly the conduct to be expected of 
a righteous man who walked with 
God ! 

The mora! might have been drawn 
from this early narrative that the juice 
of the grape was a deadly peril to 
right standards of. behaviour and 
degrading to human character. Such 
a deduction would have been true to 
life, because it is indisputable — that 
countless men women have been 


ruined in body and saul by the lure: 


It has turned decent 
human beings into beasts, and there 
is even well-known . Midrashic

[SRAEL’S teachers were conse- 

quently well aware of the danger 
which lurked in the fruit of the vine, 
as were the teachers'of other peoples ; 
but they. reacted differently. 
counteract the evils of drunkenness, 
total abstinence was advocated by the 
latter as the only reliable safeguard. 
Not. so the Bible and the rabbis. 
Libations of wine figured in the ser- 
vice of the Temple. The Psalmist 
praises God for providing “ wine that 
maketh: glad the heart of man.” 
(civ, 15.) A Nazirite brought a sin- 
offering, and the rabbis explained that 
it was for the sin of denying himself 
God's gift of wine. Wine is constantly 
used in the Jewish ritual, and a bene- 
diction is prescribed in which we 
thank God,.“ the Creator of the-vine.” 
A standpoint is here evinced which 
is characteristically Jewish and may be 
applied to: many aspects of life. 
Judaism does not prohibit the. enjoy- 
ment of anything on the sole. ground 
that its abuse is harmful, but holds 
up self-control as the.virtue. to be 
developed. To advocate total 
abstinence from fear of the possibility 
of over-indulgence is like running 


‘prudence, but nce 
Precisely that is the Jewish motive in 


away from a battle because there is 
a chance of being wounded. 


In his book “The Ethics of 
Judaism,” Professor M. Lazarus 
well wrote: “Judaism demands not 


the extinction or the suppression of 
desire 
to ennoble it.” 
made Jewish life, individual and col- 
lective, sane and wholesome. 


JUDAISM was itself an effective 

control which checked the tendency 
to abuse and excess in satisfying the 
appetites. Moderation, total 
abstention, was the rule which gained 


for Jewry a deserved reputation’ for 
sobriety. It is the true guide of living, 
because it exercises character by 


deliberately putting a curb upon desire. 

This principle is also ennobling. The 
late Rev. Morris Joseph truly. said: 
“ The right temperance is that which 
springs, not from a 
from self-reverence.” 
advocating restraint: its lack weakens 
self-discipline, debases one’s ideals, 
and, worst of all, makes.a.man forget- 
ful of his dignity as a being formed 
in the Divine image.’

This information was given to the 
Commons on Monday by Mr. 
ANTHONY NUTTING, Minister of State, 
when he was closely questioned after 
making a statement on the agreement. 

Members showed concern at the effect 
the agreement would have on Israel; and 
Mr.. Nutting’s reference to the memo- 
randum was in reply to Mr. ATTLee, 
Leader of the Opposition, who stressed 
that the Israeli Government. considered 


it an important point that there should. 


be British troops in Egypt. 

Mr. Nuiting later faced a barrage of 
questions dealing with the position of the 
Suez Canal itself. Members in all parts 
of the House were anxious that the 
Egyptian Government should permit free- 
dom. of navigation, a matter in which 
Israel is vitally concerned. 


But on this Mr. Nutting was not so 
forthcoming. He adroitly evaded most : 


of the questions and eventually fell back 
on guoting from Article viii of the main 
agreement, which, ironically, guarantees 
the freedom of navigation of the Canal. 


Guarantee for Israel Asked 


When Mr. .Attlee spoke, he asked 
whether, now that British troops had been 
taken away from Egypt, the Government 
had considered giving any guarantee to 
Jordan.

“J am a great friend of the Jewish 
people and a genuine admirer of 
Israel. 1 have visited the country and 
I jike it and its people,” declared Mr.

think they are treating Israel very 
badly over this issue,” he added. 


The British Labour leader stated that 
he had: been. approached: to further. the 
sale of Israeli bonds in the United States 
and Canada. The aim was to sell over 
$2,000,000 worth. At Toronto, $600,000 
worth had been transacted; and at a 
New York dinnef another $56,000. - 


Mr. Morrison went on to say that he - 


had spoken a number~of' times and had 
made several TV appearances for the 
Israel Bond Sales Organisation. He had 
also visited Yale University,. He found 
a number of Americans critical of the 
Labour Party’s visit to China and here 
and there of the Israeli bond effort...

Retaining its 
independent identity within the 
complex of structure of the later- 
developed branches, the Daniel Sieff 
Research Institute is responsible for 
all the scientific, especialiy geological, 
work which has been opened up in 
the Negev. Its physics and geology 
section is also engaged in the Govern- 
ment-sponsored ‘search for oil.

Retaining its 
independent identity. within the 
complex of structure of. the = later- 
developed branches, the Daniel Sieff 
Research Institute is responsible for 
all the scientific, especially geological, 
work which has been opened: up in 
the Negev. Its physics and geology 
section is also engaged in the Govern- 
ment-sponsored search for oil. 

Mr. Israel Sieff, who is to. be the 
principal speaker at the ceremony, told 
me in. an interview before his departure,

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OPPOSITION TO NASSER REGIME 


Moslem Brotherhood’s Campaign 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent . 


The attempt to assassinate Colonel 
Nasser, the Egyptian Premier, in 
Alexandria this week, has had serious 
‘reverberations in London as well as 
in other capitals. 

As interpreted in diplomatic circles 
here. the shots, although fired only a 
few days after the conclusion of the 
Anglo-Egyptian agreement, were more 
in the nature of a dramatic protest 
against the Nasser dictatorship 
generally than against the settlement 
with Britain. Although unsuccessful 
this time, the Moslem Brotherhood is 
unlikely to halt its campaign, which 
makes the situation in Egypt insecure, 
an argument which Conservative 
elements in -Britain are using with 
increased vigour and some justification.

ATOMIC EXPERT'S 
APPOINTMENT 


Professor von Neumann

New 
President Eisenhower has appointed 
Professor John von Neumann, 


Research Professor of Mathematics at 
the Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton University, to the five- 
member Atomic Energy Commission 


for five years. The appointment 
requires the confirmation of the 
Senate. 


Born in Budapest in 1903, Dr. von 
Neumann, who is a Jew, arrived in the 
United States in 1930, joining the Prince- 
ton University staff the following year. 
In 1933 he was appointed a professor of 
mathematics at the Institute for Advanced 
Study, where he was a close associate 
and friend of Professor Einstein and Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer. He became a 
naturalised American in. 1937. 

One of the world’s outstanding mathe- 
maticians, Dr. von Neumann played a vital 
role in the development. of the hydrogen 
bomb by perfecting a high-speed. elec- 
tronic calculator, which, leading physicists 
say, was a key factor in enabling America 
to manufacture the hydrogen bomb 
before Russia.

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SANDY’S ROW CENTENARY 


By LIONEL SIMMONDS | 


HEN the Sandy's Row 
Congregation, Spitalfields, 
E., celebrated its centenary 
on Sunday the event marked an 
important milestone ‘not only in the 
synagogue’s history, but the 
erowth and development of Anglo- 
Jewry. For the decisive contribu- 
tion by the cathedral synagogue of 
Dutch Ashkenazi. Jewry to the 
common pool of Anglo-Jewish 
spiritual and cultural endeavour 
constitutes a proud chapter in the 
annals of the community. 
Few great names grace the syna- 
gogue records over the years, for 


additional benefit of two guineas was 
fixed as‘payment to the family of a 
deceased member. In 1870. the lease 
expired and the congregation 
negotiated a new lease for 21 years 
with the option of perpetually renew-’ 
ing it On condition that the building 
was thoroughly repaired. The. 
managers, thereupon resolved to estab- 
lish a regular synagogue. (The little 


_chevra in White’s Row continued to 


function until the end of the 1880s.) 

The erection of the synagogue cost 
£1,000, including the fittings. On an 
appeal for the necessary funds being 
issued, much controversy ensued 
regarding the policy of encouraging 
these chevras, the leading part in the

Sandys Row was from its inception 
essentially a working men’s chevra 
built by the pious labour of a few. 
Dutch artisans of the Tenter Ground 
—mostly cigar makers, diamond 
polishers, fruit tradesmen—who left 
the hospitable shores of Holland. to 


seek their fortune in London's great 


metropolis, arriving at the Pool of 


London in. the: Amstelstroom, the 
Maastroom, the. Batavia, and. other 


Dutch cargo liners. 

Their predecessors. had blazed the 
trail 60 years earlier, when they had 
established a. congregation which, by 
a. .remarkable misnomer, 
known as the.“ Polish” Synagogue, 
Cutler Street. “This synagogue, 
incidentally, was closed down in. 1940, 
5S of its members joining Sandy's 
Row, | 

Originally, the Sandy’s Row chevra 
was one of a. score of Friendly 
Societies established with the purpose 
of providing its members with a place 
of worship where they could recite 
Kaddish at convenient hours, and 
granting a small sum. of money to 
members debarred from . following 
their employment during Shiva. — It 
was founded in the Dutch Tenter 


Ground in White’s Row and was 
named Chevrat Menachem Avelim 


Chesed V’emet, Its first President 
was Mr.’L. Staal. Contributions were 
fixed at 2d. per week and the benefits 
consisted in granting to members 
sitting Shiva 10s. during the week to 
tide them over while they were not 
Working, providing a minyan for 
daily worship at the house of mourn- 
Ing: and. engaging a rabbi to recite 


prayers and. deliver a discourse. 
Rabbi's Weekly Dissertation 


_ Eyery Sabbath afternoon, in a small 
room engaged for the purpose by the 
chevra in White’s Row, the rabbi 
delivered a dissertation on the week's 
portion of the Law. In a few years 
the society grew apace and the small 
room proved quite inadequate to 
accommodate the members. The 
cramped conditions were particularly 
vexatious on Sabbaths and Holy-days, 
and for several years the Zetland Hall, 
Mansell Street. E., was utilised for the 
Festivals. 

In 1867, the French Huguenot 
Chapel in Artillery Lane, Bishopsgate, 
Was free for letting. The short lease 
Was purchased by the chevra: and the 

uilding (which is now 250 years old) 
Was converted into a synagogue.

The late Sir 
Robert Waley.Cohen was also one of 
his descendants. 

One of the results of Mr. Lionel 
Cohen’s opposition was that. Sandy's 
Row became one of the 16 constituent 
members of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues founded by. Mr. Samuel 
Montagu, later Lord Swaythling, in 
1887. . A portrait of Lord Swaythling 
still hangs in the board room of 
Sandy's Row. Synagogue. 


Dedicated by the Haham | 


The building was consecrated on 
November 6, 1870, by the Haham,- 
the Very Rev. Benjamin Artom, it 
being mentioned at: the time—in THE 
JEWISH: CHRONICLE-—that: the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler, 
declined to. dedicate the edifice because 
of the then existing’ difference of 
opinion regarding the amount of 
encouragement which should be given 
to small chevras. : 

THE JewisH CHRONICLE did. not 
share the Chief Rabbi's scruples, and 
described the consecration in over two 
broad columns, including the Haham’s 
sermon almost in foto. 

The JewisH CHRONICLE ‘report 
states: “We believe that this ts the 
first. occasion on which a_ Sefardi 
ecclesiastical chief has performed the 
ceremony of Chinuch in a synagogue 
following the German Minhag.” 

From the synagogue’s subsequent 
history” it will" that 
the chevra not only prided itself 
on its distinctiveness but also on a 
strong sense of individuality. From 
1887 to 1899 it was a constituent of 
the Federation of Synagogues ; from 
1899 there was an agreement with the 
United Synagogue for burial rights ; 


jn 1923 the congregation joined the 


United Synagogue as an Associate 
Synagogue and acquired the freehold 
of the property; and in 1949 it 
regained its independence.

TWO WHO WERE REJECTED 


Charge of Bureaucracy 
To the Editor of THE JewisH CHRONICLE 

Sik,—It was fitting that the two 
reports in your issue of October 15, 
under the headline “Two Who Were 
Rejected,” appeared on your front 
page, because it is high time that what 
may be termed the bureaucratic 
approach to Judaism should be 
Stamped out. 

Surely it is a matter for rejoicing that 
Jews should feel the need (whatever the 
cause) to attend synagogue. It-is 1 ra- 
tive, therefore, that the doors should not 
be closed against them, If they are 
rebuffed, irreparable harm may be done 
not only to the adult, but to children. 

I would like to cite the case of a 
father who had moved to a new home 
just before the Holy-days. He took his 
two young children to the nearest syna- 
gogue for Kol Nidrei, but was told on 
arrival that neither he nor his children 
would be allowed to participate in the 
service,.as he was not. a member. The 
man offered a. donation, but this was 
refused. Not only was he upset on his 
own account, but even more so for his 
children’s sake. © One knows what the 
father should have done had he wanted 
to attend the synagogue, but debarring 
would-be worshippers from synagogue is 
surely contrary to the very’ essence of 
Judaism. 

If we want to encourage Jews to 
preserve their faith, however slenderly it 
is practised. it. behoves those who are 
responsible for guiding the community, 
both ‘spiritually and administratively, to 
ensure that.at all levels in the synagogue 
the attitude to the occasional worshipper 
is such as to encourage his attendance 
by making him feel welcome. . Children 
in: particular should be given. every 
encouragement. to join the other 
youngsters who already enjoy the many 
facilities which give them an understand- 


ing of our ancient faith, which has sus-— 


tained us through the centuries. despite 


persecution and other setbacks. . I trust 


sincerely that something effective will be 
done to bring about this atmosphere. of 
greater understanding. ~ JULIAN.

RABBI SIMEON’S EPITAPH ? 
A Pheenician Inscription 
To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


~Sirn—The epitaph which you pub- 
lished last week on your front page 
with its curse on anyone who should 
open the tomb calls to mind the 
Pheenician . inscription of King 
Eshmun‘azar. In this we find the 
phrase: SN DIN DD “ Let 
no man open my sepulchral chamber.” 
A very similar phrase occurs in the 


—inseription of Tabnith, son of Eshmun- 


‘azar, and the. word AY rendered by 
scholars sepulchral chamber,’’ occurs 
elsewhere in these texts. I am inclined 
to think that some form of this word 
is intended in the- Aramaic inscription 
which you published, and the correct 


translation would then be: . whoever 


Shall open my sepulchral chamber shall 
die of an evil end.” 

This makes the epitaph»more vivid, and 
avoids the phrase “open. upon him,” 
which is curious both. in English. and 
Aramaic. Accordingly we must read the 
word translated upon not ‘aloy, 
but perhaps ‘i//luyi, or something: similar. 
Fresh examination of the tablet itself in 
the light of this suggestion might yield 


information.

The Increase of Worshippers

the article by Miles. on 
“ Maftir in Moscow,” in your issue 
of October.

One feature of his description, how- 


ever, leaves a. question unanswered for 


me: How does Mr. Miles explain the 
striking increase in Synagogue attendance 
which he observed at every one of. his 
subsequent. four visits to religious. ser- 
vices in Moscow ?

of supporters and well-wishers, over which 
NaTHAN will preside. Situated in 
Endsleigh Street, in close proximity to the 
University of London headquarters, this will 
be the first centre established in this country 
by the Hillel Foundation. This body was 
recently founded for the benefit of Jewish 
Students at universities and colleges in the 
British Isles, and the initiation of its activities 
is an event of much importance in Anglo- 
Jewish life.

In ‘addition to having been deprived of 
their former and normal occupations; Polish 
Jews have of necessity been made to leave 
the larger cities in Eastern and Central 
Poland, including Warsaw, and to settle in the 
new. so-called regained territories in the 
West. As these territories are the subject 
of an unsettled conflict between East and 
West, the Jews have unwillingly become a 
kind of pawn in the political rivalry between 


~ Poland and German revisionists. This rivalry 


is bound to become more vehement and also 
more dangerous with Germany's growth of 


strength and the possibility of attempts to 


deprive Poland of these areas now inhabited 
by considerable Jewish communities. Fully 
aware of the situation, the Jews are naturally 
apprehensive; hence. their . desire - to 
emigrate—a desire which, as Mr. MIKARDO 
has stated, can, under. Communist _anti- 
Zionist and terrorist policy, only be expressed 
in secret. 
Communist Party line that the Jews in 
Poland. today are economically settled and 
happy. Jewish leaders, mostly Communists, 


invariably declare their attachment to the 
new Poland. But as far as concerns the general 
mass of the Jewish community, and _ this 
perhaps is also to a large extent true of non- 


Jews, they all long to leave. 


It is true that in Poland today, unlike the 


U.S.S.R., Yiddish js still the language spoken 
by most Jews and used in the schools. 


There is also considerable cultural Jewish 


activity and a Yiddish newspaper appears 
regularly in Warsaw. But apart from a few 
Yiddish classics, the bulk of Yiddish litera- 
ture published is in the nature of propa- 
ganda and all designed not to foster Jewish 
tradition and Judaism, but to spread the 
new Communist teachings. This is true not 
only of the Yiddish press, which is a mere 
replica of the Communist organs, and fre- 
quently also a replica of the pages in 


PRAVDA, but of the text-books in the Yiddish ~ 


schools, too. And what makes them 
even more obnoxious from a Jewish point 
of view is that they are all permeated with 
an anti-Zionist and an anti-Western bias. 


As long as there is still an older generation 
among Polish Jews, remembering the attain- 
ments and traditions of pre-war Polish 
Jewry, this propaganda cannot completely 
succeed. But what will happen to the 
younger generation? They, if not allowed 
to leave the country, seem doomed to 
assimilation, as is the case with the younger 
generation in the U.S.S.R. and is becoming so 
in other Communist countries. |

Forced to follow the official 


YOUTH WORK 


At the Conference of Jewish Communities 


in the Commonwealth, which was held in 
London four months ago, a resolution was 
passed “that the desirability of holding a 
Commonwealth Conference dealing specifi- 
cally with youth work ” should be explored. 
No time has been lost in giving effect to this 
proposal, and through the initiative of Mrs. 
Ev_sie JANNER, Chairman of the Board of 
Deputies’ Education Committee, a confer- 
ence of Anglo-Jewish youth organisations 
met in London last week-end. Some useful 
work was done in the collection of docu- 
mentary material bearing on the subject of 
Jewish youth activities. The conference 
itself was well organised and was attended 
by leaders and delegates from the principal 


Jewish youth bodies throughout the country. 


Indeed, it seems to have been the most 
representative gathering of its kind ever to 
have been held in this sphere of communal 
endeavour. At. this preliminary stage the 
fact that no representatives were. present 
from either the Commonwealth overseas or 


_ from Israel would not seem to be of material 


importance. It is at least a step forward if 
the various bodies in this country, despite 


their ideological differences, can be induced - 


to co-operate to some extent. Yet the ulti- 


“mate aim—and the purpose for which the 


conference was called—is to co-operate with 
the Commonwealth countries. and Israel. 
Towards this end, the conference decided to 


ask the Board of Deputies to set up a 
working party, fully representative of the. 


various Jewish youth organisations in this 
country, to prepare a suitable scheme for 
consideration. This would seem to mark a 
practical advance in the exploration of the 


‘more ambitious and comprehensive plans 
which have been suggested. , - 


ANGLO-ISRAELI CONTACTS | 
THERE have been three recent developments 

in the field of practical administration in 

Israel]. that illustrate the slow but steady 


‘improvement in Israel’s contacts with Great - 


Britain. The first is the appointment— 
reported recently—of Mr. FREDERICK HIND- 
MARSH as an adviser to the Israeli Government 
on Civil Service training. Mr. HINDMARSH is 
an Official of the British Ministry: of Pensions 


and National Insurance on loan to the Israeli 


Government for a year, under the auspices of 
the United Nations Technical Assistance 
Administration, But the interesting point is 
that, although Mr. HINDMARSH came to Israel 
as an adviser, he has been appointed by the 
Israeli Government to fill temporarily the 
post of Chief Training Officer in the Civil 
Service Commission. He thus has execu- 
tive powers—as a non-Jew—in a purely 
Jewish administration and is already helping 
the Israeli Civil Service, modestly and quietly, 
to achieve an even higher degree of efficiency. 
through long-term training schemes, in par- 
ticular in the field of revenue administration. 
The second significant development :at the 
administrative level is the arrival in Israel of 
Mr. UNDERWOOD, of Her Majesty’s Foreign 
Service, to undertake a year’s study of 
Hebrew. There has been for years a training 


school at Beirut for Foreign Office officials. 


wishing to qualify as interpreters in Arabic. 
But this is the first occasion on which a 
British diplomatic official has taken advan- 


tage of the recent British Foreign Office offer | 


of facilities to study Hebrew. Mr. UNDER- 


‘WOOD, who was once a member of the British 


Legation in Tel Aviv, has volunteered. to 
return to Israel with his wife and children and 
is now studying Hebrew at an Ulpan. Others 
are likely to. follow. The third development 
is the recent arrival at Tel Aviv of Mr. Lake, 
as the new representative in Israel of the 
British Council. The British Council has been 


forced, largely for financial reasons, seriously 


to curtail its activities in Israel—as in most 
other countries—in the past few years. But 
the Council has recently acquired new and 


larger premises in Tel Aviv for its library ;_ 


and it is now considering reopening its 
reading-rooms, both in Jerusalem and at 
Haifa. Mr, Lake himself, who has spent the 
last 14 years in Turkey, is no stranger to 
Israel. He made an extensive study of: the 
kibbutzim while on leave in Palestine during 
the Second World War, and has already 
shown remarkable energy in establishing 
close personal relations with Israel’s leading 
officials. Great Britain still has much to give 
to Israel in the cultural and administrative 
spheres. And it is encouraging not only that 
these offers are made by Great Britain but 
also oo they are so warmly received by 
Israel.

HE student section of the 
Anglo - Jewish community, 
numbering over four thou- 
sand persons, represents the most 
important reservoir of potential 
leadership in Anglo-Jewry. From 
this source will be drawn the 
professional men, scientists, tech- 
nicians, educators, men of law and 
Of medicine in the years to come. 

it is, of course, Important that these 
students should take their place where 
their qualifications can be put to best 
use. But it is also of great import- 
ance that these men and women 
should be retained within the Jewish 
community, and that they should be 
“active participants in the numerous 
facets of Anglo-Jewry’s corporate 
life. The community has a definite 
responsibility to see that every facility 
and encouragement is given to that 
increasingly urgent purpose.

Hille! does not seek to segregate 
Jewish students, it wants to identify 
them as Jews. The Foundation will 
encourage and support the Jewish 
student to participate in college life, 
without which much of the value of 
university training will be lost. But 
it does seek to establish the principle 
that from an Anglo-Jewish communal! 
point of view the most valuable and 
respected Jewish student is the one 
who knows about his faith, history, 
and tradition and whose positive atti- 
tude to Judaism (and all that. this 
implies) will enable him to enrich his 
personality through the beneficent 
assimilation which is part of the uni-

Nor does the Foundation mean any 
form of sectarianism. Wherever 
centres are established they will be 


‘run on ‘traditional Jewish lines, but 
students and graduates of every shade 


of religious opinion will be welcomed. 
It ys the aim of the Foundation that 
in Hillel Houses not only will the 


most Orthodox find the centre to their 


liking but at the same time students 
from non-Orthodox circles or with no 
particular orientation will find 
atmosphere friendly, agreeable, stimu- 
lating, and attractive. .

London Jewish 
Graduates

“HE London Jewish Graduates’ 


November, 1946, when a 
group of pre-war graduates had 
felt the desire to. resume the com- 


-mon interests and friendships of 


their student years. 

At this early stage there were two 
irreconcilable views as to its functions. 
The first saw it primarily as a club for 


established and influential professional 


men and women in the community. 
The other view was that the Associa- 
tion should provide a cultural and 
social centre for young graduates 
when they had left University but still 
had no general communal interests, 
and a training ground for those who 


-afterwards might occupy important 


positions in the community. After the 
first two years it became clear that the 
Association must become the latter 


-and not the former 


Meanwhile the first executive aimed 
at providing lectures of a high 
academic standard without allowing 
the. Association to become either too 
specialist or remote from contem- 
porary problems; and- this has 
remained a primary concern of suc- 
cessive committees. It has been seen 


ideally in courses of lectures that have 


from time to time been devoted to dis- 
cussions of great themes or subjects of 
Jewish interest. “The Law of Com- 
munity Libel,” “The Problem of 
Divided Loyalties,” “ Jewish Commu- 
nities in the World Today.” and 
“Jewish History Since the French 
Revolution’ are some of the subjects 
dealt with in this way. 


The activities of the Association at 


first consisted solely of meetings once 
a month and a social occasion two or 
three times a year. At present there 
are lectures almost every week, 
country week-ends, summer holidays, 
as well as all the usual social amenities. 
for a membership of nearly 350. In

UR student community has 
a distinguished record. The 
Hillel Foundation has not 
come to supplant it. Hillel's pur- 
pose is to assist and supplement. 
To do that it requires the co-opera- 


tion of the Jewish student and 


graduate bodies. Likewise, those 


bodies have much to gain, organisa- 


tionally and qualitatively, from the 
co-operation. Their useful and 
increasingly popular educational 
programmes can. be considerably

This important group consists of 


representatives of student and 
graduate bodies and of Hillel.

Hillel has many services to. per- 
form. It must.ensure the provision of 
satisfactory accommodation for Jewish 
lectures and study circles of many 
kinds, It encourages, and, if neces- 
sary, will sponsor, Jewish — study 
schemes and provide study material. 
It has a special responsibility for 
study courses which for reasons of 
expense student organisations might 
not otherwise contemplate. Hillel is 
particularly interested in 
student. publications. The ‘Jewish 
has had a. spasmodic 
existence for thirty years.

OST university students have 
problems. Separation from 

‘home environment, need 

for adjustment to a new com- 
munity, finding a way to regulate 
satisfactorily work fora degree and 
the pursuits of leisure, making both 
ends meet, for a few the agony of 
competition for the highest prizes 
_these are some of the more usual 
problems. Above all there is the 
business of growing into manhood 
and womanhood, with the realisa- 
tion that the new status will bring 
its responsibilities. Add to these 
the special problem of being a Jew, 
with all that implies, and you may 
guess the needs of Jewish students. 

First and obviously, the needs of 


the stomach. Residential colleges and 


halls may provide fish on Fridays for 
the Roman Catholic and even regular 
meals for the vegetarian; but with 
all the good will in the world they 
cannot cater adequately for Jewish 
students who prefer to adhere to 
kashrut. If part of Pesach occurs 
during term, as it did this year, there 
are further difficulties in relation both 
to food and to utensils and crockery. 
Jewish students in Manchester, Leeds, 
Swansea, and more particularly in 
Oxford and Cambridge, press for the 
permanent establishment of a regular 
kasher meals service. In some places 
there is limited provision for such 
meals, But it must. be realised that 
the provision of kasher meals for 
students operates satisfactorily only 


if fa) the meals are regular and not. 


occasional ; (b) students can afford to 
pay for them ; (c) both the quality of 
the meal and its price are at least 
as favourable as the quality and price 
of meals at the university canteen or 
dining-hall; (d).the food -can be 
obtained and eaten within what may 
only be a limited time available for 
a meal... 
One result of the post-war increase 


in student numbers has been that more . 


undergraduates live away from home. 


If they ever feel anything like home- 
sickness, it is usually very well con- 


cealed; in any event the student who. 


leads a fully occupied life at the 
university has littl time for home- 


sickness. But for the young Jewish — 


student the home has a special signifi- 
cance, and more so on great occasions. 
One such occasion happens every 
week—the Sabbath, and particularly 
the eve of the Sabbath. Sometimes 
Jewish Holy-days fall during term. It 
iS at these times that our students 
have a need for a reasonable substi- 
tute for their own homes. That need 
is intensified when the student comes 
Irom another country. It becomes 
poignant if student returns to 
college shortly after a family bereave- 
ment, This is not mere homesickness. 
It means something in the nature of 
a Spiritual deprivation ; and there is 
the risk that a Jewish student who is 
unable to preserve the basic elements 
of Jewish home life in a new environ- 
ment may all too easily succumb to 
the belief that they are unimportant. 

It is not easy to solve a problem of 
this kind. While some are able to 
find lodgings in Jewish homes, for a 
very large number this has not been 
possible.

The Association for Jewish Youth has 
frequently asked for recruits to help in 
the management of its clubs, and the 
‘Graduates’ Association has introduced 
. individual members to the AJ.Y. for 
this purpose. should add that the 
Association is represented on the 
Board of Deputies, the Standing Con- 
ference of the Welfare Committee of 
the United Synagogue,. the Committee 
for the Training. of Social Workers, 
and the Council of the Friends of the 
Hebrew: University. 

One additional purpose has been 
served by. the Association. . Numbers 
of graduates from the provinces and 
a few from abroad find themselves 
either permanently or temporarily 
working in London; the Association 
provides them with social and cultural 
facilities in a milieu in which they can 
immediately feel at home and at a 
time when they most need Jewish 
contacts. 

Although the Graduates’ Associa- 
tion has achieved much, its full poten- 
tialities have not yet been realised. In 
particular, contact with student life 
has not been sufficiently close for. the 
Association to assist undergraduate 

societies in their educational work. 
The preparation for specific subjects 
of syllabuses for study, notes for use 
as a basis for discussion groups, and 
bibliographies, the provision of books. 
and panels of lecturers—these are 
ways in which the Association could 
help students to increase their Jewish 
knowledge. 

“Hillel” is bringing the 
Association jn closer touch with the 
students and the general community. 
As a result I believe the Association 
will be -stimulated to enlarge its 
activities for everyone’s benefit.

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THIRTY-FIVE YEARS OF LU.J.F.

HE First World War saw the 

break-up of most organised 

Jewish student life in the 
British Isles. But, soon after the 
war, in 1919, a group of Northern 
students took the initiative in form- 
ing the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation. Notable among the 
founders were Harry Dagut and 
David Stanhill. This was to be a 
co-ordinating body for the re- 
formed Jewish students’ societies, 
and today, in its 35th year, with 29 
constituent societies, there is hardly 
a university centre with which the 
Federation has no contact. 

A foundation meeting was held in 
Liverpool! in 1919, and in 1920, at a 
summer school held in. Oxford, the 
name of: Inter-University Jewish 
Federation was chosen in preference 
to Inter-University Jewish Union. 

These conferences and council meet- 
ings, which are held in all our main 
communities, have become the centre 


‘to run vacation schools. 


for full discussion of all the prob- 
lems facing Jewish students. The 
Executive of the Federation is elected 
annually and the ‘records contain 
many 
communal university 
There has always been a large number 
of women students interested in the 
Federation, and such names as Lily 
Keidan, Rose Heilbron, and Marie 
Cooklin are representative. 

The early successes gave a great 
boost to . Jewish student life. A 
magazine, the “Jewish Academy,” 
was founded and it is still published 
today. New. societies were. given 
financial aid, and soon an Educational 
Committee, under Bertram Benas, was 
established to form study groups and 
Among ifs 
heads were Janus. Cohen, Rabbi Dr. 
S.. M. Lehrman, and .jater Sefton 
Temkin. The Federation was able to 
take a leading part in the formation 
of the World Union of Jewish 
Students in 1926, of which Professor 


. Albert Einstein became President. 


you are 
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despite its faults. 
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It must not be thought that the 
Federation's activities are solely self- 
centred. From the very foundation 
of the Hebrew University material 
help was given by the Federation. 
Recently a project in connection with 
Magen David Adom has been ful- 
filled, and in this year it is hoped 
to plant 500 trees in a Student Forest 
in Eretz Yisrael. In 1945 it was a 
group of I.U.J.F. Executive who 
helped to re-establish the Union of 
Jewish Students in war-ravaged 
France. Students from all parts of 
the country contributed a Jarge sum 
to the Hillel House. 

In the late "20s Julius Store investi- 
gated the restrictions on the entry of 
Jewish students into universities, and 
in 1937 the first LU.J.F. statistical 
survey of Jewish students in Britain 
was produced by Geoffrey Blok and 
M. H. C. Schwab and published by 
THE JewisSH CHRONICLE. A_ second 
survey was made. with great success 


‘in 1949 by R. Baron and M. Morris, 


and a third is.to be undertaken next 
year. 


The Second World War saw no 
deterioration in the strength of the 


Federation. New societies were 
founded in the evacuation § centres, 
summer farming camps were held, and 
the University Zionist Federation 
joined the 1.U.J.F. | 

In time the Federation gained the 
recognition of our national bodies, 
and two members sit at the Board of 


Deputies. Close contact is maintained 
with the Zionist Federation and 


particularly the Jewish Agency, also 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association and 
the World Jewish Congress. 
The great variety of opinions in 
Jewish thought is fully displayed at 


the summer, week-end, and vacation 


schools. 

The pattern of student life in this 
country has won universal acclaim

Continued from column 5 
leagues-from other places. The happy 
relations which generaliy exist between 
the Jewish societies and the local com- 
munities is soundly. based on a non- 
interference policy on the part of the 
latter. Premises are shared, local 
people are made welcome to functions 
of the society, and the general co- 
operation is of. great mutual advan- 
tage. But the societies decide upon 
what they do and how they do it. 

Yet there is need for help. The 
finances of the societies are meagre. 
At Cambridge, the subscription is the 
highest of any comparable. University 
organisation. 
neat synagogue building, part of which 
is partitioned off and used as a 
canteen. All of its activities are held 
there and the local community. con- 
tributes towards its upkeep. But the 
expenses are high and the border-line 
between. solvency and debt is narrow. 

The Oxford society's subscription ts 
low, but it badly needs premises of its 
own. For all its activities, including 
meals. it uses the local synagogue, a 
primitive and inconveniently situated 
barn-like building, consisting of one 
large and uncomfortable room anda 
small kitchen attached. If Hillel could 


help the society to acquire or build 


a proper little synagogue, similar 
perhaps to the one in. Cambridge, it 
would make the efforts of active mem- 
bers to build up the society much 
easier. and would also give a back- 
ground of stability against which the 
University community could flourish 
freely. 

‘The Jewish undergraduate popula- 
tion at each of the two ancient 
Universities is generally reckoned to 
average between 250 and 300; and 
rather less than a third are active in 
the Jewish societies. The problem of 
attracting Jewish undergraduates into 
Jewish societies is highly complicated. 


At Oxford and Cambridge the 


circumstances are unique, but, with 
financial assistance from Hillel already 
begun and with a lively and organised 
nucleus of Jewish undergraduates 
already operating, wholehearted co- 
operation with a sense of common 
purpose could do much to broaden 
the scope and the success of the 
already excellent work of the societies.

ARABIAN NIGHTS 


Thousand and One Nights : 
the Hunchback, Sindbad, and Other 


Tales, translated by N. J. Dawoop. 


Penguin Books No. 1001. 2s.

I know of no book which deserves 
the name “ world-literature more 
truly than the ~ Arabian Nights. 
Many peoples of the East collaborated 
in fashioning it. The Arabs, to whom 
the English title ascribes the . work, 
added only little ; their literary men 
refused to recognise the book as 
literature. . Some modern scholars 
have discovered Jewish influence in 
some of the stories. The great Dutch 
orientalist, De Goeje, even believed 
that Queen Esther provided the model 
for Sheherezade. : 

How attractive these stories are 1s 
proved by the fact that they became 
popular in_ spite of the, poor quality 
of the available translations. Arabic 


is notoriously difficult to translate. In 


its literary style the meaning is hidden 
under a mass of conventional verbiage 
and clichés, puns, and _alliterations. 


Some translators try to imitate this 


manner, but as a result their English 


becomes bizarre and detracts attention 


from the story. Others resolutely cut 
out the stylistic overgrowth, and 
remain with the bare bones of the 
story. 


Oriental Atmosphere 


Mr. Dawood, an. Iraqi Jew. with 
journalistic experience (he worked for 


some years with THE 


CHRONICLE) is, as. far as I know, the. 
first translator of the “ Nights ” whose - 
mother. tongue is Arabic. 


Having 
gained early fame as a translator of 
English stories into Arabic, he is able 
to strike the exact balance in dealing 
with the stylistic: devices of Arabic. 
He writes in a flowing English, and 
yet. conveys the. oriental atmosphere 
by an. occasional flowery turn. of 
phrase. 

It must. have been an unenviable 
task to select eight stories out of the 
abundance of the Arabian Nights. 
Those who. know the work. will per- 
haps miss their private favourites, but 
evidently Dawood’s intention: has 
been to provide a first introduction for 
those who have never read the book. 
He therefore included . the Sindbad 


 stories—by far the best-known. part 


of the “ Nights "and samples of the 


“various genres found. in the book:. 


the fairy. tale, the adventure story, the 
social: skit; the bawdy farce, andthe 
complicated ‘series. of story-within- 
story—the latter being perhaps a 
parody of the Indian moral tales from 
which this type of narrative originated. 

Though beautifully printed in a type 
larger than the usual ‘ Penguin,” this 
unexpurgated translation is not 
Suitable for children. Perhaps at a 
ume when youth abandons literature 
or comic strips, this eminently 
readable book will help to restore the

HILLEL FOUNDATIONS IN AMERICA

HE opening of a Hillel House 

In the city of London is an 
eyent that seems profoundly 
Significant to the B'nai B'rith Hillel 
Foundations in the United States 
and Canada. With its inauguration 
the Hillel Foundations, which have 
previously been confined to the 
North American continent. may 
now count in their family two estab- 
lishments on the other side of the 
Atlantic. The Hebrew University 
Foundation which opened its doors 
early in 1953 is the other inter- 
national member of the Hillel 
family. From these new units we 
not only hope to gain new perspec- 
tive which will enrich the work that 


‘Hillel is carrying on in the Ameri- 


can continent, but. we also. look 
forward to the fruitful results which 
inevitably must proceed from the 
linking of three great Jewish com- 


‘ munities in a common educationa! 


venture. | 
Distinctive Development 


Each of the new Foundations will, 
of course, develop according to its 
own distinctive pattern. This in itself 


is no departure from the Hillel idea, 


which in the course of its 30 years 
has established its programme in 
universities representing the greatest 
measure Of diversity and has shaped 


it in each instance to fit the require- 


ments of the individual universities, 
student bodies, and communities. The

exists in Princeton University, a school

students as possible to find in their 
Jewish identity enrichment for their 


personal lives and inspiration for the 


task of making Jewish ideals live in 
the Jewish community and in society 
at. large. 
The pioneer in this new field. of 
Jewish professional service was a 
young rabbi by the name of Benjamin 
Frankel, who in 1923 undertook to 
make the Jewish student body at the 


University of Illinois. his first rabbini- - 


cal charge. and adopted as the symbol 
of his work the name of that gentle 
sage who in Jewish tradition stands 
pre-eminently for love of fellow-men 
and dedication to. learning. Rabbi 
Frankel’s initial vision was not one

which was limited to the creation of a 
programme of education and counsel- 
ling for a small group of students at 
the University of Illinois alone. His 
larger objective was to fill an evident 
gap in the structure of the American 
Jewish community and to atlempt to 
serve the unmet Jewish needs of 
Jewish students everywhere. 

Those who were associated with 
him recognised that the Jewish 
students on the university campus 
were without a spiritual home. They 
sought, first, to provide a focus for 
Jewish student loyalty in a person and 
a place: a qualified spiritual leader 
and a Hillel Foundation. Their aims, 
of course, went far beyond. this. 
limited objective. for in providing that 
focus they hoped to bring to the 
Jewish student a deepened attachment 


_to his faith and a positive and fruitful 


understanding of his Jewishness. 


University President’s Tribute 


Young Rabbi Frankel never lived 
to see the realisation of his dream_nor 
to see Hillel become the recognised 
Jewish campus agency on the Ameri- 
1927. 
One cannot help but reflect on what 
a glorious fulfilment it would have 
been for him to hear the President. of 
the University é6f Chicago speak of 
Hillel as “one of the spiritual 
resources ” of that institution, or the 
President of Yale University who said 
immeasurably 
strengthened the religious life of our 
students.” or for him to have read the 
statements of a host of educators and 
college administrators who have wel- 


comed three decades of Hillel. work 


Its membership. on. the 
continent 


and the existence of four full-time 
Hillel Chairs of Judaic Studies. as 
well as credit courses in Judaism and 
in the Hebrew language taught by 
Hillel Directors at 28 universities, as 
a contribution of major importance 


to American higher education. 


Happily for the movement he 
initiated, Rabbi Frankel was able to 
accomplish two results which ensured 
the growth of his idea after his death. 

B'nai B'rith Sponsorship 

In 1925 he persuaded B'nai B'rith to 
undertake the sponsorship of Hillel 
work, and his second accomplishment 
was that before he died he enlisted the 
enthusiastic support of a young 
instructor in history at the University 
of Illinois whose gifts of scholarship 
and leadership ability qualified him to 
carry on the work which Rabbi 
Frankel had initiated. The name of 


‘that young instructor was Abram Leon 
Sachar, and it was under Dr. Sachar’s — 


leadership that Hillel grew to its 


present stature and influence in the 
‘American Jewish community. 


B'nai B'rith’s sponsorship made pos- 
sible another valuable aspect of 
Hillel's distinctiveness in that B'nai 
B'rith represents the K'lal Yisrael.

Incomparably more precarious is the 
position of the 13,000 Jews scattered 
far and wide in the Tunisian hinter- 
land, where the fellagha guerrilla 
fighters—now believed to be several 


thousand strong and for the most part 


They have now begun to emigrate at 
the rate of about 500 people a month, | 


through. the efforts. of. the Jewish 
Agency, which is most ably and 
diplomatically represented in Tunis by 
Mr. Samuel Markuze. Before Jong 
the entire Jewish community of pic- 
turesque Djerba, reputedly dating back 
to the destruction. of the.First Temple 
of. Solomon, will be resettled as 
farmers in the Jewish State. 

The ultimate extent of the aliya, 
the ultimate fate of Tunisian Jewry, 
indeed, will be largely determined by 
events over which the Jews themselves 
can exert little or influence.

that of the Moslem students. It is up to 
Maitre Charles Haddad, the energetic 
President of the Jewish community, 
and his colleagues to make plain the 
fundamental Jewish aspiration. to 
preserve at all times and under all 


climes the specifically Jewish per- 
sonality within the brotherhood of 
man.

“NO JUBILATION IN JEWISH HEARTS” 
W.J.C. Comments on German Rearmament

| GLASGOW 

“Today there is jubilation in the 
Western world, and nowhere is there 
more exultation than in Germany— 
that same Germany which so recently 
destroyed the peace of the world, 
bringing ruin, destruction, and death 
to millions of people the world over, 
Jewish and non-Jewish,” declared Mr. 
A. L. Easterman, London Political 
Secretary of the World Jewish Con- 
gress, in an address at Glasgow on 
Sunday, | 

Mr. Easterman and Lord Silkm. were 
the speakers at a meeting held under the 
auspices of the local branch of the W.J.C. 
in the Jewish Institute... Dr... Jack E. 
Miller, Chairman of the branch, presided. 

Germany . again was, economically 
Strong and: politically ambitious, con- 
tinued Mr., Easterman. Again they saw 
the German uniform—a new Wehrmacht. 
If there was jubilation today in Washing- 
ton and London-—peérhaps he could. not 
say the same about Parts--there was no 
jubilation in Jewish: hearis. anywhere in 
the world. 

Denazification had failed, Mr. Easter- 
man went on. The Nazi elements in 
Germany had not only again made their 
appearance but, had come. out imto: the 
open and were once again boldly pro- 
claiming the old Nazi slogans. They 
were gathering strength; and who could 
‘say what the independent Germany of 
tomorrow would be like. What was to 
stop an independent Germany. tomorrow 
or the day after freeing the war criminals? 

Mr. Easterman asserted that the W.J.C, 
had been given assurances that all claims 
would be fully protected in the new 
agreement with: sovereign Germany. It 
would soon be known (when the Treaty 


was. published) if these had been carried : 


into. effect. 


Lord Silkin said that in Poland recently 
he had seen the gas chambers, the 
incinerators, and ail the paraphernalia of 
mass murder at Auschwitz, No wonder 
the Jewish people were terrified at the 


thought of the Germans being rearmed. 


But it was now. a fait. accompli; and 
Germany would be provided with arms, 
He thought that the Jews ought to 
remember that West Germany had shown 
some signs of an, understanding of the 
horrible guilt that was Germany's, and 
they had tried to make amends. 


The Anglo-Fgyptian Agreement 


Referring to the Anglo-Egyptian agree- 
ment on Suez and the provision of arms 


to Egypt and other Arab countries, Lord 


Silkin said that many people feared that 
the arms would be used for an attack 
against Israel. It was the easiest. thing 


in the world for Egypt to allege attacks 


heing made by Israel, and it was doing 
that now. 

The fact remained that the protection 
which Israel was supposed to have by 
virtue of. the agreement by Britain, 


America, and France had fatled to pro-. 


tect it from border incidents. It was 
net surprising then that there was a move 
in Israel, which was gaining strength, for 
it to throw in is lot with the Soviet. 
He thought that the place of Israel! was 


neither in one camp nor the other. | 
Most Jews. concluded Lord Silkin, had 


a sense of frustration about events. over 
which they had no-control. There was 
in Great Britain stil a force of public 
opinion, and it could be powerful, Public

Finding a Job 


‘By BARBARA SCOTT 


HERE are more jobs going 
today than there are girls to 
fill them,” said Miss Judith 


Fine, “ but the trouble is that they 


all want to be secretary to Clark 
Gable.” 

I was talking to one of the Jewish 
sisters who own what is. perhaps the 
largest employment agency in London. 
All round us were desks and rows of 
telephones, behind which sat qualified 
interviewers, each talking to applicants 
looking for a job, taking down their 
personal history, their abilities, their 
wishes. 

This organisation started in a very 
humble way, as large organisations 
have a way of doing. Only. two doors 
away from.its present site Miss Judith 
Fine, then littke more-than 20 years 
old. ran a tobacconist’s shop just off 
the Edgware Road. Even then, 20 
years ago, that district was not noted 
for its exclusiveness. People were 
too often out of work, and many of 
them called on Miss Fine to ask. if 


‘she knew of any jobs going. She 
had many friends, these friends fre- 
‘quently needed staff, and so she 


introduced them. These introductions 
increased and soon developed into a 
full-time job. It was natural enough 
that the tobacconist’s shop, consisting 
of only one room and half. a window, 
changed into a small employment 
bureau. - 

At that time young women looking 
for work often had to pay exorbitant 
fees to agencies. which found them

Jewish Cookery | 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG. 
RECIPES BY REQUEST 
Kuchen Dough 

Plain castor sugar, .2 oz. 
milk and. water, 4 pt.; yeast; 4 0z.; mar- 
garine, 2 oz. ;.one egg ; salt, 4 teaspoonful. 

CREAM the yeast. with a teaspoonful of 
sugar. Melt the margarine in the milk and 
water; and when just Jukewarm pour it 
on to. the creamed yeast: Sieve the flour 
and salt into a-warm basin, make a well in 
the centre and pour in the yeast mixture; 
gradually work in the flour from the sides, 
and knead to a smooth dough. Cover and 
leave in a warm-place until it has doubled 
its bulk, about. 14 hours. . Then add the 
sugar and beaten egg and knead thoroughly. 


~ Roll out and use as required. 


Plain Coffee Kuchen 

ROLL out the risen dough 4 inch thick 
and place. in shallow greased tins. Cover 
and leave in a warm placé for another half 
hour. Pour a little melted butter over the 
top and sprinkle with sugar, cinnamon, 
and chopped nuts, or with. streusel. Bake 
in a moderately hot oven (400°—Regulo 
No 5) for 15: minutes, then reduce the 
heat to. 375°—Regulo No. 4 until well 
risen-and brown—another 20-30 minutes. 

Streusel 

Flour, 2 0z.; margarine, 2.0z.: castor 
Sugar, 2 oz. ;. cinnamon, teaspoonful; a 
tew chopped almonds. bas 

Sieve the flour and cinnamon, add the 
sugar, and rub in the margarine till like 
breadcrumbs. Add a few chopped almonds 
and sprinkle over coffee kuchen that has 
-been brushed with melted margarine. 

Coffee Kuchen (2) 

Plain flour, 14 yeast, 0z.: castor 
sugar, 4 oz.; butter or margarine, 4 072. ; 
sultanas, 4 0z.3 currants, 2 oz.; chopped 
peel, 2 oz.; milk and water, 4 pt.; 1 egg; 
salt, 4 teaspoonful. | ea 

PLace the flour in a warm bowl; rub in 
the buiter (or margarine)’ and add sugar 
and salt. Cream the yeast with a teaspoon- 
ful of sugar. Beat up the egg, pour on the 
milk and water, which must be tepid, and 
add it together with the creamed yeast to 
the flour: mix thoroughly and knead to 
a smooth elastic dough, then cover. and 
leave in a warm place until the volume 
has been doubled-——about 14 hours. Then 
add the fruit and peel and knead lightly. 

Warm 2 loaf or cake tins and grease 
well, half fill with the mixture and leave 
in a warm place for another half hour. 
Pour a little melted margarine over the 
top, and sprinkle with castor sugar or 
with streusel. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (400°—Regulo No. 5) for 15 minutes, 
the reduce the heat to 375°—-Regulo No. 
4, until well risen and brown—about 
another 30 minutes. 


Bun Ring 


_Drivipe risen kuchen dough into 3 equal 
pieces. Roll each piece with the hands 
into a long strand, then form the three 
into a plait.

Jewish student closer to the Jewish 
group and to the Jewish faith, to 
increase his store of Jewish knowledge 
if possible, but primarily to effect a 
positive result upon his attitudes: to 


._ make him an “ affirming Jew.” 


Two years ago, I attempted to dis- 
tinguish three epochs in contemporary 
Jewish history and their effect on 
Jewish youth and hence on the nature 
of the Hillel task. The first decade 
of Hillel history did confront the prob- 
lem of. assimilating, escaping Jewish 
youth, and its task was to keep as 
many as possible in the fold or to win 
back as many as possible. The second 
period was one of life-and-death tasks 
to which Jewish youth was eager to 
set its hands, and Hillel’s responsibility 
waS an organising responsibility. 
Today’s Jewish. youth, the third 
generation if. you will, 1s no longer 


running away in the same lieedless 
flight, but since the sense of urgency 


or drama has gone out of Jewish tasks 
many of them begin to want some- 
thing more than ‘organisation. 


I have been impressed by the cer- 
tainty of one conclusion which must 
emerge from any study of . world 
Jewish life. in our own times: 
it is impossible to write off the youth 
of .any. Jewish community. The 
vitality of their concern with Jewish 
problems, their eagerness for fellow- 


ship with Jewish youth in other parts 


of the world, and their hunger’ for 
knowledge about the facts and the 
meaning of their Jewish background, 
combined with their capacity’ for 
effective self-organisation, have con- 
firmed the faith that out of any one 


of the existing Jewish communities 


there may emerge scholars, thinkers, 
leaders, and dedicated Jews who will 
make possible a continuing Jewish 
creativity which may still have fruit- 
ful implications for the redemption of 
mankind.

The official attitude to Zionism in~ 


Tunisia under home rule, will provide 
the acid test of Neo-Destour-Jewish 
relations. It will be the beginning of 
a sad end if the Neo-Destour adopts 
the dictum, “ We are against Zionism, 
but are for the Jews.” It is no secret 
that the vast majority of Tunisian 
Jews have a deep affection for Israel, 
and support the existing Tunisian 
Zionist Federation. | There are also 
Tunisian Arabs who openly admire the 
Jewish State. One applied for, and 
was granted, a visa to visit Israel, 
Another, a senior official in the Tuni- 
sian equivalent of the Trades Union 
Congress, called at the Jewish Agency 
office the other day to be briefed on 
the Israeli kibbutz movement, which 
he thought might serve as a model 
for the new Tunisia in tackling. its 
long-neglected agrarian problem.

' Rochester is on the main road for
